court bench and Judge Mayes was appointed his successor by Governor
Vardaman. Judge Mayes joined Chief Justice Whitfield in sustzining
the suggestion of error thus reva sing the Truly decision and saving
to the poor children of Mississippi millions of dollars which the Truly
decision would have placed in the coffers of the rich saw mill trusts of
the soathern section of Mississippi.—Newton Record.
